The bill, in Mr, Vanderlip's view, paves 
the way for full government control. It 
empowers the president, as a war meas- 
ure,.to control and operate all railroad, 
telegraph, and telephone lines, to draft 
their employés into the military service, 
to use the military in protecting the op- 
eration of railway lines, and to increase 
the personnel of the interstate commerce 
commission from seven to eleven mem- 
bers. The commission will haye the 
power to fix compensation to the roads 
for services. . 


Could Commandeer All Roads. 
Government ownership of railroads 
might not be far off if congress passes 
the Adamson bill submitted today, with 
the approval of President Wüson, Mr. 
Vanderlip said. m means that the 
president will hive the power to com- 
mandeer a particular train or certain 
rolling stock or an entire road as he 
deems it necessary. It means, of course, 
that the president will have the power 
to, and he might, commandeer all the 
railroads of the country, pool their re- 
sources into one whole, without regard 
to individual roads, and operate the 
system as a single unit. That would

„And that would mean, in my opinion, 
that the railroads never would be turned 
back in their pregent form to the pres- 
ent owners at the close of the war. The 
government, by that time, would have 
its system organized and might simply 
take the roads, pay the price to be fixed 
by the government experts, and that 
would be the end of it. 

“ Just what effect the present bill, if 
enacted into law, would have on se- 
curities is hard to tell. In England the 
government took over all the roads and 


average rate of income for the preced- 
ing three years. If the government does 
this in the present arrangement, or even 
fixes the income at the rate of the last 
year, the railroad people no doubt would 
be wellipleased. But if the government 
decides to operate the roads during the 
war and pay, say, a nominal rate, 6 per 
cent for instance, on 4 physical valu- 
ation, they will be very unhappy.” 


Bond Plan Sound Finance. 

Mr. Vanderlip came to Chicago for a 
two day conference with western bank- 
ers relative to the financing of the war. 
His first message to them was a strong 
approval of the pa oposed $5,000,000,000 
bond issue. His next was a warning 
respecting the food supply, and the ur- 
gent appeal to look out for the potatoes. 
This is a real war,” Mr. Vanderlip 
said.

Waste of 60 Per Cent. 
“More than half of all the food that 
comes into Chicago is wasted,” declared 
Prof. Holden. I could say 60 per cent 
and still be within the truth. Two- thirds 
of all that goes into our finest hotels is 
carried out in garbage. | 
“Much more of it is unéconomically 
or inefficiently expended. Any day in 
our higher class restaurants you can see 
men buy $1 and $1.50 dinners, eat a part, 
and watch the rest carried out. For 20 
cents that man could buy a dinner that 


to eat—I do it. es 
The waste food of the United States 
would feed the nation. The waste 
ground, if planted, would raise more 
than we have. This is the most critical 
hour in the history of Chicago and the 
country. The time has come when we 
must learn that nine tablespoons of 
baked beans, worth a cent of two, have 
food value equal to half a pound of 
roast lamb.” 


Wisconsin Urges Work by All. 
Madison, Wis., April 13.—[Special]— 
Under the plea, “Serve the nation, 
more food this year is patriotism,” the 
agricultural experiment station of the 
University of Wisconsin urges America 
to bend every effort toward raising a 
bumper crop of foodstuffs.

Resolutions outlining the ‘methods by 
which the colleges of America will pre- 
pare for war were adopted at a meet 
ing at the University club last night by 
presidents of more than fifty colleges. 
Copies will be sent to every institution 
in the American’ Association of Colleges. 

The association decided that, pending 
définite announcement of plans by the 
government, the students will be ad- 
vised to continue their college work and 
to combine with it all possible training 
for military service. All colleges will 
iramediately provide military training as 
dan accredited part of the eurricuium. If 
necessary intercollegiate athletics will 
be dropped. 

List Technical Experts. 

A committee will be appointed in each 
college to register all technically trained 
students and alumni without delay. 

The presidents unanimously resolved 
that in all college functions utmost econ- 
omy must be practiced. 

Although details could not be agreed 
upon, it was generally understood that 
any student who leaves college for ac- 
tual service will receive credit for his 
unfinished semester's work, and seniors 
will be given their degrees. The sug- 
gestion was made that those who leave 
to work on farms be given similar credit. 


To Train Officers. 

Col. Arthur Thayer, who is receiving 
the applications for commissions, told 
the representatives how a reserve offi- 
cer’s training corps could: be established, 
and emphasized the fact that the college 
men should be trained to take the com- 
manding positions.

An odd book. An English book. A 
woman's book and a woman's title. 
“ REGIMENT OF WOMEN,” by Clem- 
ence Dane. Ever heard of her? No. 
Just one of those English women who 
has been gardening or knitting and who 
suddenly says: But why not write a 
book?” and does it.

Quick to Respond to 
Loeb Plan. 


There was an immediate response on 
the part of the Chicago high school 
boys to the proclamation of President 
Loeb and Superintendent John D. Shoop 
that those over 16, who go to work on 
farms and truck gardens will be given 
full school credit. As soon as the high 
schools were dismissed in the afternoon 


board of education to make applica- 
tion for such leave from school duties. 

It was decided by Superintendent 
Shoop and Assistant Superintendent Er- 
nest E. Cole, who has direct charge of 
the work, that arrangements should 
be made between the students and their 
principals.

A number of boys who have left school 
visited Mr. Cole and stated that they 
wanted to enlist for farm service. Many 
parents called Mr. Shoop on the tele- 
phone to say that they would have their 
children take advantage of the oppor- 
utnity. One of the men who talked to 
Mr. Shoop was ex-Gov. Vessey of South 
Dakota, who has a son in the Lané 
Technical High school. 
The first application was received from 
Willis E. Webb, a student at the Mor- 
gan Park High school. His father called 
Mr. Shoop at his home immediately after 
reading the announcement in Ge news- 
papers. 
Board to Cultivate Land. 
The board will cultivate two large 
tracts of land, one of seventy acres, the 
Cragin tract at Grand avenue and Cen- 
tral avenue, and another of forty acres 
at the Chicago and Cook County School 
for Boys, where an agricultural expert 
will give the boys training in farming. 
County Supt. of Schools Edward J. 
Tobin will discuss the question today at 
a meeting of the Cook county teachers 
at the Art institute. Mr. Tobin has not 
the authority to grant the students 
credit for farm work, but he will urge 
the teachers to take it up with their 
boards of education. There are 200 such 
boards in the county. It is his hope to 
extend the offer to all boys above the 
sixth grade in the county schools.
